” Have they, (the saloon-keepers) 
Invoked the law to ebut up all other 
places of business on one day In tbe 
week for their own benefit as tbe 
churches do?’’ goes on tte questioner. 
Perhaps a more Intimate acquaintance 
with churches would lead one to the 
oonvlotlon that ohurohse stand for 
peaee, purity, law, justice, the home, 
and to reveal God so far as frail human¬ 
ity under the mighty power of the 
spirit of God can do so. While the 
saloon—but we all know to irbat that 
festering sore on tbe l[K>dy national 1* 
committed. 

Tbe church In Invoking tbe law to 
close up all other " places of business *’ 
—some might object to tbe comparison 

of a oburch to a place of bualnees, but 
tbe "King’s bualnees requires baste," 
and It is a place of business where 
souls ar* wrestled for and oonvlotlon of 
aln brought. The eburcb then In call¬ 
ing upon tbe law does so to man’s best 
good and In obedience to tbe supreme 
law of God.
